THE WAR FINANCE 
CORPORATION FUNCTIONS 
By Associated Tress. 
Washington, Jan. 
15.—The war 
finance corporation, revived by an 
act of congress, which was passed 
over President Wilson’s veto is now 
functioning. 
It announced 
today 
that it was prepared to consider ap­ 
plications for loans to finance ex­ 
ports in the same manner that it 
considered advances prior to sus­ 
pension of its activities last May. 
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THE WOMEN AT WORK. 


Putting aside their party 
politics 
for the time being, the women of Mis­ 
souri, through 
eighteen 
distinct or­ 
ganizations, have united in an effort 
to secure enactment by the General 
Assembly now in session much for­ 
ward-looking legislation, and repre­ 
sentatives of each of the organizations 
are present and actively at work in 
Jefferson City where they will remain 
through the entire session. 
The legislative program that these 
worsen have adopted is a very ambi­ 
tious one, so ambitious indeed that it 
is very doubtful if similar organiza­ 
tions of meh would have the courage 
to even attempt to accomplish a half 
of what they have set for themselves. 
Among the 
many reforms in the 
schedule is a itep toward putting the 
men and women of the state on a foot­ 
ing of real equality by the elimination 
of the distinctive word “male” in the 
constitution, thus leaving no limit to 
the scope of woman’s activities in pub­ 
lic affairs. Also efforts will be made to 
have a resolution 
passed 
providing 
for submission to a vote of the people 
in August, 1921, of a constitutional 
amendment providing that no person 
shall be disqualified from holding any 
office in the state on account of sex, 
and further that the restriction con­ 
tained in the amendment passed at 
the November election authorizing a 
Constitutional 
Convention, 
which 
stipulates that none 
shall 
vote for 
inembers of that convention but those 
who have been legally qualified vot­ 
ers for three years be removed. This 
provision, of course, bars the women 
from voting on this proposition as they 
have not been 
legal voters for that 
length of time. 
They hope to over­ 
come this by the amendment propos­ 
ed. 
The Children’s Code will 
receive 
much earnest attention and those bills 
that failed of passage at previous ses­ 
sions will be pushed through if pos­ 
sible. Among them are: Severe pen­ 
alties for wife desertion or abuse, neg­ 
lect of children by parents and for 
those who contribute in any way to 
the delinquency of children. Raising 
the age of consent of girls from 15 to 
16 years. 
Establishing legal parent­ 
hood of and inheritance for children 
bom out of wedlock. Requiring mar­ 
ried or unmarried women to be 21 
years of age and of sound mind to de­ 
vise or bequeath property. 
Making it unlawful for a man or 
woman to inteftnarry, either of whom 
is insane, mentally imbecile, feeble­ 
minded or epileptic. 
Requiring five 
days notice of intention to be married 
and for filing objections by interest­ 
ed parties. 
Separation of black and 
white inmates in county institutions. 
Making null and 
void 
common law 


marriages hereafter contracted. 
And 
many other laws of similar purport. 
Adequate 
appropriations for the 
State Board of Health will be stressed 
to the end that Missouri shall do as 
much for the health of its people as 
do other 
states 
of the union, thus 
building up a stronger and better citi- j 
zenship. 
* 
i 
The establishment of a Minimum 
Wage Commission will come in for ac­ 
tive effort. Sixteen states already 
have this and it is claimed that it will 
tend to better health, greater effici­ 
ency and higher morality among wo­ 
men who are compelled to work for a 
livelihood. 
Factory inspection on a salary basis 
is another change in the law to which 
the women are committed, together 
with the extension of inspection to all 
industrial 
establishments, no matter 
where located, and the addition of 
women inspectors to the official staff. 
At present the law provides that only 
in cities of over 10,000 does compul­ 
sory inspection apply and no provis­ 
ion is made for women inspectors, al­ 
though there are cases in which only 
they can do the work properly and 
satisfactory to all concerned. 
Bills will be introduced for the re­ 
vision and amendment of the registra­ 
tion and election laws. These will em­ 
body some drastic and very greatly 
needed changes in the present meth­ 
ods which if adopted, will tend to eli­ 
minate many of the evils that have in 
the past been the stock-in-trade of dis­ 
honest politicians of both parties, es­ 
pecially in 
the 
cities. 
Altogether 
there are thirteen of these changes, 
all practical, to which the women are 
committed and others may be brought 
out as the need for them is realized 
by those in charge. 
As said above, the program is a 
very 
ambitious 
one 
and 
it 
may 
be that all that is asked will not be 
granted, but we can well believe that 
the legislature will be responsive to a 
majority of the requests. The women 
have the ballot, and having it, are in 
a position 
of strength 
and 
power. 
Working as they are in these matters 
as non-partisans thus bringing their 
influence to bear upon members of 
both parties they can not but achieve 
results that could not come were they 
merely acting as party members.

their liquor drinking. 
Although liquor, some of it good 
but much of it bad, still is obtain­ 
able in large quantities, the head of 
the prohibition enforcement corps 
belimes the lirst year’s work hasjany concoction that 
brought a large measure pf success. 
He had expected it to be hardest 
both for the law enforcing staff ana 
those who were deprived of their 
beverages. 


as to the powers

dealt lightly with offenders. 
Mr. Kramer believes, flowerer, 
that the second year will show im­ 
provement in this connection also. 
He said uniform plans of court pro­ 
cedure were certain to come and 
that as a result prosecutions wrould 
be better handled. 
Enforcement officials have struck 
a snag and continually are con­ 
fronted with problems concerning 
the manufacture and sale of indus­ 
trial alcohol. It has been a source 
of daily trouble for the agents, the 
commissioner declared. Rules and 
regulations governing its produc­ 
tion and handling have been pro­ 
mulgated from time to tim e o u t in 
every instance, according to the bu­ 
reau head, there comes a new flood 
of complaints. These always 
re­ 
quire a new determination of what 
is or what is not product that can 
be used as a beverage. 
“The bureau fully comprehends 
the importance of industrial alco­ 
hol,” Mr. 
Kramer asserted. 
“It 
does not desire to hamper or hind­ 
er its legitimate use but there are 
so many persons who will

Kramer, “We have seen the private 
stocks absorbed like lakes in the 
desert. We have raided and prose­ 
cuted. We believe we have made 
life unpleasant for the bootlegger 
and other trafficer in whiskey. 
It 
has been a difficult and sometimes 
dangerous job yet those of us who 
have been on the job itself can see 
changes for the better.” 
But there remains much to do, 
the commissioner declared. He told 
of whiskey “rings’ 
’and combina­ 
tions and of how the bureau had 
gathered evidence indicating a re­ 
birth of the business of bootleg­ 
ging in some places. 
On the 
other hand, however, Mr. Kramer 
is convinced that there is an 
in­ 
creasing sentiment favorable 
to 
prohibition which will eventually 
compel many bootleggers to “give 
up.” 
Records of the prohibition 
bu­ 
reau show that fewer dqalers arc 
seeking permits to engage legitim­ 
ately in the business of handling 
liquor next year. Many of them, 
Mr. Kramer said, knew in advance 
they would be refused because they 
had “taken a chance” with the law. 
There were more than 70,000 of the 
permits in existence in the past 
year, but there will be perhaps not 
more than half as many next year. 
The bureau has been busy culling 
out the “undesirables” for several 
months and the new list will 
be 
held to the strictest minimum, the 
commissioner declared. 
During the first ten piontbs of 
constitutional prohibition. 
35,569,- 
000 gallons of distilled spirits were 
withdrawn tax paid from bonded 
warehouses. On this basis, it was 
officially estimated that withdraw­ 
als for the 
year ending tonight 
would exceed 43,000,000 gallons. 
Such withdrawals are permitted 
for non-beverage purposes and pro­ 
hibition officials 
are 
unable to 
check directly on the amount which 
finally is diverted to beverage use. 
Mr. Kramer said, 
however, that 
large quantities are thus consumed 
and it is one of the problems of the 
bureau to restrain this transfer. 
Internal revenue 
records 
show 
that for the fiscal year ended June 
SO, 1919, the last full year before 
’prohibition, withdrawer for all pur­ 
poses aggregated 81,600,000 
gal­ 
lons. 
The records also show that 
withdrawals for non-beverage uses 
during the months of that year av­ 
eraged only about one-fourth of the 
amount taken out of bonded stor­ 
age for drinking purposes.

work, Mr. Kramer said, is the vari­ 
ation in the points of view of fed­ 
eral attorneys and courts.
